TOKYO (UPI) — Japan can at­ 
test to the effectives* of Wash­ 
ingtons’ "Buy American’* pro­ 
gram. 
The impact during the part year 
has been more serioua for th e 
Japanese than the increasingly 
strong competition in Aaian, Af­ 
rican and Middle Eastern markets 
by the European Economic Com­ 
munity. according to one busineaa 
executive. 
The way the Japanese figura It, 
the "Buy American” program 
coat them well over J100 million 
during IDOL 
According to government figures 
published in the latest weekly re­ 
view of the Bank of Tokyo, Amer­ 
ican special procurement 
pur­ 
chases under the virious aid pro­ 
grams were cut by about SO per 
cent—from $147.2 million in I960 
to $72 million in 1961. Purchases 
in other invisible trade sectors 
eenerally were down all along the 
line. 
Yasujiro Yasuda, managing di­ 
rector of the Nippon Kokan Steel 
Co.. one of the largest in Japan, 
«-id in an interview that " t h e 
'Buy American’ program has been 
a much more serious problem 
than the increasing competition of 
the EEC." 
Yasuda said the "Buy Ameri­ 
can" program resulted in a 75 
per cent reduction in Japanese 
steel exports to India. "The Jap­ 
anese steel industry has been ex­ 
porting about 200 000 ton of steel 
a year to India." he said. "But 
this was reduced to about 50.000 
tons last year.” 
Another industry hard hit by 
the “ Buy American" program is 
the chemical fertilizer industry 
which usually sells considerable 
amounts of fertilizer to American 
aid-receiving countries, particular­ 
ly South Korea. South Viet Nam 
and Pakistan.

JFK Makes the Vital Decision 


WASHINGTON, D. C —Nobody 
now can doubt that President 
Kennedy has crossed his personal 
Rubicon and ia poised to join bat­ 
tle with World Communism, the 
enemy of his country and of man­ 
kind.' 
It Is historically necessary to 
say, without criticism and without 
futile back - glancing, that the 
President stood undecided upon 
the bnnk while Cuba remained in 
enemy hands. Lao* fell and Rus­ 
sia qutdid us with a salvo of mul­ 
timegaton ’Ps*-bomba last Sep­ 
tember. These things are past 
and. bevond bare notice, should 
not be dwelt upon. 
It’s a solemn and fateful plunge 
that Mr. Kennedy has taken. It 
involves this nation and Western 
Civilization in a struggle which 
we cannot avoid and which will 
not end until the power of the 
Sne-Soviet bloc is broke, or a 
$ino-Soviet bloc is broken, or its 
determination to overthrow the 
West h«s been changed in some 
manner that is not imaginable at 
this time. 
President Kennedy’s decision to 
atop fooling and to start fighting 
was taken when he steeled his 
mind against permitting South 
Vietnam to become another Laos. 
“There is a war going on in South 
Vietnam.” he said, going beyond 
Anything Mr. Truman said about 
Korea or Mr 
Eisenhower said 
about the Formosa Strait or Leb­ 
anon or the shooting down of the 
ÍFM7 and of the U-2. JKF’a re- 
Iwfant, belated but frank asser­ 
tion was followed almost instantly 
by the creation of a U. S. Com­ 
mand in South Vietnam and the 
appointment of a full, fourstar 
General to lead it. The Adminis­ 
tration has declared, no doubt 


from the bitter memories of the 
Cuben fiasco, that we don't intend 
to back a loser this time. I think 
the American people should brace 
themselves, and that the Presi­ 
dent should brace them with 
words that require no interpreta­ 
tion, to the brutal fact that Amer­ 
icans will, from now on. be doing 
combat duty in ships, planes, 
tanks and probably in foxholes. 


Hesitation Fatal 
In a decision still more por­ 
tentous. Mr. Kennedy, at long 
last, brought himself to see that 
any further hesitation about the 
resumption of atmospheric testing 
"would imply unilateral disarma­ 
ment.” This, of course, has been 
true ever since he took office, 
and became oppressively true 
when the Russians gave their 
fiery display last autumn. 
Again, as be vowed not to pre­ 
side over any more Cuban fail­ 
ures and any more Laotian drift­ 
ings. the President now seems 
resolved to shoot the works with 
tests at Christmas Island. His 
only hedge is to give Khrushchev 
one more chance to sign a treaty 
for banning these tests. But the 
President has greatly strength­ 
ened the American position by de­ 
manding that the treaty, should it 
be drawn, contain a clause stipu­ 
lating the inspection of test prep­ 
arations. and not just inspection 
or monitoring of tests that have 
n piece. 
Assuming that thake 
taken place. Assuming that the 
President does not retreat from 
this condition, and acknowledging 
(as all competent observers do) 
that the condition is impossible 
for Khrushchev to accept, then 
Mr. Kennedy Is committed beyond 
recall to atomic testing of weap­ 


ons which we would Inescapably 
have to use if the war in Vietnam 
or t he confrontation in Berlin 
should turn into larger events. 
And since nobody anywhere can 
logically expect 
the' Commun­ 
ists to lay down their arms in 
Southeast Asia, or to turn tail 
in Berlin, the prospect of a 
nuclear war in our lifetimes 
is one that has to be faced. 


Best Man for President 
We can face this fearsome 
prospect with more for titude, 
I say, because John F. Kennedy 
has become, perhaps by th e 
very fact of making up his mind, 
the very best man in the United 
States to be President of the 
United States. I did not always 
believe this, and it was not al­ 
ways so — but the President 
grows in knowledge and assur­ 
ance almost before our eyes. 
He will certainly m a k e some 
more 
mistakes. 
Unfortunately, 
he is yoked by political obli­ 
gations and by long association 
to some utterly incompetent and 
foolish advisors — but the de­ 
cision to resume testing shows 
a new degree of independence 
in the President's mind. And 
one response to a question on 
February 7th shows that th e 
President now feels that his oath 
pledges him to serve this na­ 
tion's interest, and no other. 
Question: Do you m e a n to 
suggest that any decision . . . 
to resume atmospheric tests will 
be contingent upon further or fu­ 
ture Soviet tests? 
President's answer: No; It will 
be contingent upon 
our judg­ 
ment as to . , . our security . . .* 
This country comes first.

CAPE CANAVERAL - If all 
goes well — the most repeated 
phrase one hears around the Cape 
—John Glenn will tell the world 
more about space this week than 
has ever been previously ex­ 
pressed. 
He will be "on" perhaps every 
30 seconds of a voyage that may 
last four and one half hours. The 
magic of his particular radio 
hookup will carry his words into 
virtually every American home, 
“live,” though he might be flying 
100 miles over the Indian Ocean. 
Majors Yuri Gagarin and Gher­ 
man Titov did commendable jobs 
of telling what it was like Out 
There. But by the time those 
words were translated and shot 
full of propaganda they sounded 
kind of phony. We’ll get Glenn un­ 
diluted. In fact, he has been com­ 
manded by his superiors not to 
be 
inhibited 
just because the 
whole nation, including the kid­ 
dies. will be listening. 
We've met some Marines in our 
time, good ones, too, who could 
not have been trusted with such 
an invitation. But Glenn is a man 
of steely restraint and piety He 
is sure to give us a fine word 
picture of a realm no American 
has ever beheld. He is an articu­ 
late. sensitive man who has chid­ 
ed the assembled press because 
we have been writing so much 
about him, as a man, and so 
little of Project Mercury, the ven­ 
ture He has said, in effect, that 
even if his attempt ends in catas­ 
trophic disaster, we should not 
weaken in our support of the pro­ 
gram in general. 
He Has a Task 
But as prepared as he is to 
tell us about the stars and plan­ 
ets, as seen without the film of 
our distorting atmosphere, he has 
a task that would give Shake­ 
speare pause. "The poet’s eye, in 
a fine frenzy rolling," is hardly 
agile enough. 
It is not sufficiently nimble to 
dn justice to such phenomena as 
three nights and three days com­ 
pressed into a four and a half 
hour ride. Glenn will see the sun 
rise three times, watch it fall be­ 
hind the Earth three times. His 
"first day" will last 45 minutes 
from its dawn to its dusk. He'll 
plunge into another calendar day 
three times, because of the imag­ 


inary girdle we call the Interna 
tlonal Date Line. 
He'll be asked to describe ev­ 
erything that swims into range of 
his periscope, read off his instru­ 
ment panels’ bewildering variety 
of dials, switches, buttons and the 
like, describe the sensation of 
weightlessness (he is prepared to 
be nauseated during some portion 
of this as was Titov), and at the 
end of the first orbit he must de­ 
clare his willingness to try for an­ 
other lap. As he nears tha end of 
his second orbit, he must declare 
again. 
Can’t Hide It 
Though he will be farther away 
from the Earth's prying eyes than 
any American has been able to 
get. Glenn will have little oppor­ 
tunity to get away with a lie 
about his physical and mental 
condition. If he becomes Incapac­ 
itated or panics or is consumed 
by anxiety, air medicos on the 
Earth below will know it perhaps 
before Glenn himself does. He is 
literally wired for sound and emo­ 
tions. He will be undergoing what 
amounts to a constant cardio­ 
graph 
during 
the 
flight. 
His 
breathing, pulse, heart beat and 
deep interior body heat will be 
revealed to Earthlings as he flies 
through space at 17,500 miles per 
house. His contour couch will be 
a psychiatrist's couch. If some­ 
thing he says indicates a psychot­ 
ic condition is seizing him any of 
seven 
command 
posts 
spread 
around the world could hurl a 
radio beam at the invisible cap­ 
sule, activate its braking rockets, 
and bring Glenn down. 
A man could say "boo” from 
space and It would be as news­ 
worthy as the Gettysburg Ad­ 
dress. Glenn will have more to 
say. Part of his job will be to 
locate and describe the lands, 
seas, rivers, mountains, forests 
and deserts over which he'll 
streak. He'll be a human Tiros 
IV. describing cloud formations, 
storms. He will be less than hu­ 
man if his voice doesn’t have the 
bubbling 
enthusiasm 
of 
Alan 
Shephard’s jubilant "Everything 
is A-okav!” He’ll be a man of 
stone if he does not succumb to 
the elation that Titov must have 
experienced when he cried out. 
proudly, from on high, “I am an 
eagle! ” 
If all goes well . . .
